VITAL  STATISTICS,  ,  '  '  ’ 

Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the-  year  was  504,  as 
compared  with  466  for  the  previous  ye  r.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate 
■was  17.6,  as  compared  with  17.3  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  18,4. 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
7,  as  compared  with  11  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
(i.e,  deaths  under  one  year,  per  1,000  live  births)  was  13.8,  as  compared 
with  23.6  for  the  previous  year,  the  rate  for  Engl, and  and  Wales  was  20.0. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  32.9,  as  compared  with  27.5  for  the  previous 
year,-  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  28.2.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate 
of  the  general  population  was  10.8,  as  compared  with  10.7  the  previous 
year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.3.  Of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  of  all  ages,  namely  259,  106  occurred  in  people  aged  75  years 
or  over. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  309,  as  compared 
with  3C2  itbr  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  w-_  s  mainly  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified,  304  in  1964, 
as  compared  with  367  in  1963. 

Immunization 


Details  of  immunization  are  set  out  in  the  report  proper. 
Analysis  of  these  figures,  taking  into  consideration  the  statistics  for 
1963,  show  that  of  the  466  children  born  in  1963,  410  were  immunized 
against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  during  the  years  1963 
and  1964,  i.e.  84.3^c,  The  percentage  of  children  born  in  1963  immunized 
against  Poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of  1964  =  7^  •&%•  The  percentage  of 
three  year  old  children  immunized  against  Poliomyelitis,  i.e.  children 
born  in  1962  is  75%,  the  equivalent  National  figure  is  65 %. 

Smallpox 


Based  on  the  birth  rate  for  the  years  1962  -  64,  the  percentage 
of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  vaccinated  was  54%,  the  rate  for 
1962  was  93/c,  for  19 63  -  1  8%  and  for  1964  =  47%.

PHYSIC  AL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  COITDITIOHS 

The  Yeovil  Rural  District,  comprising  an  area  of  53,457  acres, 
is  situated  in  the  South-East  area  of  the  County  of  Somerset  and  is 
composed  of  31  rural  parishes. 

The  area  in  general  is  not  very  much  above  sea  level:  the 
greatest  point  of  elevation  being  Kam  Kill,  426  feet  above  sea  level. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

.  The  water  supply  during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory,  the 
impounding  reservoir  at  Sutton  Bingham  having  been  completed  in  early 
December,  1955.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  575  million  gallons, 
with  an  estimated  net  yield  of  2.4  million  gallons  per  day.  Detailed 
information  regarding  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  included 
in  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report. 

METEOROLOGY 

The  climate  is  mild  and  relaxing.  There  is  little  fog  or, -mist. 
RAINFALL  . 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  1964,  as  recorded  at  the  Sutton  Bingham 
Reservoir  was  22.77. 

OCCUPATION 


The  main  industry  of  the  district  is  agriculture,  which  is 
chiefly  of  a  dairying  and  grazing  nature.  In  addition,  the  manufacture 
of  gloves  is  an  important  industry,  glove  factories  being  located  at 
Martock,  S t oke-sub-Hamd on  and  Tint inhull,  in  addition  to  the  glove  making 
which  is  carried  out  in  the  homes,  A  considerable  proportion  of  people 
resident  in  the  Yeovil  Rural  District  are  employed  in  the  Yeovil  Borough, 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  Hospital  Services  are  mainly  situated  in  the  Yeovil  Borough. 
The  South  Petherton  Hospital,  which  deals  with  infectious  diseases,  is 
situated  in  the  Rural  District,  ^he  Hospital  Services  are  administered 
by  the  South  Somerset  Hospitals  Management  Committee,  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  South  'Western  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Situated  in  the  Borough  are 

(1)  Yeovil  &  District  Hospital  -  an  acute  general  hospital. 

(2)  Summerlands  Hospital  -  mainly  used  as  a  geriatric  hospital. 

(3)  Yeovil  Maternity  Hospital  (Crossways)  -  14  beds. 

(4)  Balidon  Maternity  Hospital  -  a  General  Practitioners  Unit  -  17  beds. 
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The  Yeovil  General  Hospital  consists  of  92  beds,  of  which  6 
beds  are  private.  The  number  of  patients  discharged  throughout  the 
year  was  2,776  (2,725  in  1'963).  In  addition,  6,925  new  patients 
attended  the  Specialist  and  Out-patient  clinics,  making  §.  total  number 
of  attendances  of  26,656. 

In  addition,  there  were  1,801  attendances  at  ihe  Orthoptic 
Department,  and  29,44-2  units  of  work  were  carried  out  in  the  Radiological 
Department. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment,  are 
treated  at  South  Petherton  Hospital  (50  beds).  In  general,  only  the 
Cubicle  Block  is  required  (1C  beds),  and  the  other  40  beds  are  utilized 
for  post-operative  cases,  so  relieving  the  strain  on  Yeovil  Hospital 
and  for  General  Practitioner  patients  and  semi-chronic  sick. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


A  chest  clinic  is  held  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  at  Yeovil 
Hospital.  Patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted  to  the 
Cheddon  Road  Hospital,  Taunton. 

CHRONIC  SICK 


Summerlands  Hospital  (100  beds),  which  is  situated  in  the 
Borough,  is  the  largest  hospital  in  the  area  used  for  this  purpose. 

This  hospital  was  originally  a  Poor  Law  Institute  built  in  1837,  and 
the  lay-out  etc.,  does  not  conform  with  the  accepted  standards  of  today. 
Considerable  improvements  have  already  been  carried  out,  and  further 
improvements  are  being  planned. 

LABORATORY  service 

A  Laboratory  is  located  at  Yeovil  Hospital,  which  deals  with 
a  lar&e  proportion  of  the  pathological  work  connected  with  the  hospital 
and  the  surrounding  area*  An  emergency  service  is  maint  ined,  which  deals 
primarily  with  the  Yeovil  Hospital  blood  bank.  The  larger  Laboratory  at 
Musgrove  Park  Hospital  undertakes  work  beyond  the  scope  of  Yeovil 
Hospital.  Also,  a  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory 
in  Taunton,  at  which  bacteriological  examination  of  swab,  blood,  sputum 
and  faeces  is  carried  out.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  for  the 
examination  of  milk,  food,  water  supplies  and  sewage  effluent  are  also 
carried  out. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES

The  Ambulance  Service  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Somerset 
County  Council. 

The  new  ambulance  station,  which  was  opened  in  April,  1963,  has 
ample  garage  accommodation  for  the  ambulances,  with  under  floor  heating, 
a  heated  blanket  store  adjacent  to  the  vehicles,  a  well  equipped  workshop 
for  maintenance  and  repairs  of  a  minor  nature,  a  sluice  for  bottles  asd 
bed  pans  and  a  dressing  destructor. 

The  large  airy  control  overlooks  the  Station  yard,  and  fhom  here 
a  constant  supply  of  messages  to  and  from  the  ambulances  oh  the  road  is  kept 
UP,  by  the  use  of  short  wave  radio.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


YE  '-II 


The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  show  the  number 
c.f  births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  made  for  transfers  to  t  he  normal 
place  of' residence  of  the  individuals  concerned.  From  these  figures  can  be 
calculated  the  "crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  As,  however,  the  highest 
mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and  industrial  areas  in  general 
have  a  bigger  proportion  of  people  living  in  the  middle  age  periods  of  life, 
seme  correction  must  be  made  for  the  in  egularities  of  distribution  as  regards 
age  and  sex,  as  otherwise  the  death  rate  will  afford  no  accurate  means  of 
comparing  the  healthiness  of  one  district  with  another.  This  comparability 
factor  is  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General,  and  applied  to  the  "crude"  birth 
or  death  rate,  gives  a'  standardised  rate  and  enables  comparison  to  be  made 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Vales ,  or  with  rates  of  other  districts.

MATERNITY  AND  GUILD  mM 

MFAHT  WELFARE  CLINICS 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  Infant  ' 'elfare  Clinics 
are  a  direct  responsibility  of  ihe  Somerset  County  Council,  and  during 
recent  years  the  number  of  such  clinics  in  the  Yeovil  Rural  District  has 
been  increased  to  7.  At  each  clinic,  other  than  the  Houndstone  Camp  Clinic, 
a  doctor  engaged  by  the  Somerset  County  Council  attends  regularly,  also  a 
District  Nurse. 

Facilities  are  available  for  he  purchase  of  Infant  Welfare  Foods, 
including  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  etc.,  and  certain  proprietary 
dried  mill:  preparations,  which  are  sold  at  the  clinics  at  special  prices* 

Apart  from  other  considerations,  the  clinics  have  an  important 
educational  value. 

Associated  with  each  clinic  is  a  voluntary  Committee,  the  value 
of  whose  services  it  would  be  difficult  to  over  emphasize.

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BLOOD  EXAMINATION  CLINIC 


This  clinic  was  commenced  in  194-7,  and  it  is  held  at  the  Preston 
Road  Clinic,  Yeovil,  Since  its  inception,  8,691  individual  pregnant 
women  have  been  examined,  1,008  examinations  being  carried  out  in  1964-. 

The  area  from  which  the  patients  are  dram,  is,  as  would  be  expected, 
mainly  the  Yeovil  Borough  and  Yeovil  Rural  District,  Patients  are 
referred  by  the 'private  practitioner  or  midwife,  without  previous 
appointment.  A  card  showing  the  patient's  blood  group  and  whether  she 
is  Rh.  Positive  or  Rh,  Negative,  is  forwarded  to  her  direct,  together 
with  a  covering  letter  emphasising  the  importance  of  her  retaining  the 
card  in  case  she  ever  requires  a  blood  transfusion  for  any  purpose. 

A  report  giving  further  information,  including  percentage  of  haemoglobin 
and  W.R,  test,  is  forwarded  to  the  Midwife  or  Matron  of  the  Maternity 
Unit,  depending  on  where  the  patient  is  having  her  confinement.  Previously 
similar  information  was  forwarded  to  Yeovil  Hospital  in  case  the  patient 
was  admitted  there  for  any  reason  and  required  a  blood  transfusion,  but 
a  copy  is  now  forwarded  direct  by  the  Laboratory  doing  the  tests. 


A  record  of  all  blood  tests  is  also  kept  at  the  Public  Health 
Department.  In  the  case  of  second  or  subsequent  pregnancies  of  Rhesus 
Negative  women,  as  the  test  is  normally  carried  out  early  in  pregnancy,  a 
further  test  is  carried  out  six  to  eight  weeks  before  the  expected  date 
of  confinement,  in  order  to  exclude  antibodies.  If  antibodies  are  found 
to  be  present,  and  if  in  sufficient  quantities  to  threaten  the  welfare 
of  the  baby  when  born,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  baby  to  be  born 
either  at  Bristol  or  Taunton,  so  that  the  blood  transfusion  of  the  baby 
can  be  carried  out  if  necessary.

for  human  consumption  and  were  stamped  in  a  manner  which  identifies  the 
Local  Authority  and  the  Inspector  who  inspects  the  meat.  As  a  result 
of  post  mortem  inspections  carried  out,  carcases  and  organs  weighing  a 
total  of  242,5tl  lbs.  Were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This 
meat  was  either  destroyed  or  used  for  the  manufacture  of  non-edible 
by-products.

The  small  number  of  cattle  found  to  have  Tuberculosis  reflected  the 
efforts  which  have  been  made  in  recent  years  to  eradicate  this  disease 
from  our  herds.  There  were  no  cases  discovered  among  cattle  (excluding 
cows),  nor  among  calves.  Three  cases  of  generalised  Tuberculosis  were 
discovered  in  the  cows  slaughtered,  which  necessitated  destruction  of  the 
whole  of  the  carcases  and  organs. 
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Ten  cows  and  111  pigs  were  found  to  be  infected  with  this  disease 
to  a  lesser  degree,  requiring  only  condemnation  of  part  of  the  carcases 
or  some  organs.  Therefore,  less  than  1 %  of  cattle  were  infected  and 
2.38)o  of  pigs. 

Cysticercus  Bovis 

C.  Bovis,  the  cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm  Taenia  Saginata, 
is  found  in  many  cattle  -  intermediate  host  of  this  parasite.  It  has 
little  effect  on  the  annimals  and  can  he  detected  after  slaughter  only 
by  carrying  out  specific  and  careful  examination.  When  the  eggs  of  the 
tape  ./or  it.  are  swallowed  by  cattle  embryos  are  liberated  which  are  carried 
by  the  blood  stream  into  the  muscular  tissues  where  they  become  encysted. 
The  second  stage  occurs  when  raw  or  undercooked  beef  containing  a  viable 
cys .  is  eaten  by  man.  The  digestive  juices  stimulate  the  cyst  in  the 
upper  region  of  the  small  intestine  where  it  attaches  itself,  developing 
and  growing  into  the  adult  tapeworm.  This  may  eventually  exceed  20  feet 
in  length.  Segments  containing  eggs  are  excreted  by  the  human  host  and 
the  life  cycle  is  completed  by  these  being  swallowed  by  cattle  with 
their  food  or  when  grazing  on  contaminated  pastures.  The  fact  that 
0.  Bovis  continues  to  be  found  in  cattle  indicates  that  an  unknown 
number  of  people  in  this  country  harbour  the  tapeworm  in  their  intestines 
because,  unless  the  life  cycle  is  complete,  C.  Bovis  would  disappear, 
/arious  tneories  nave  been  advanced  to  explain  how  cattle  become  infested 
out  j-t  is  extremely  difficult  to  determine  the  ways  in  which  this  generally 
occurs.  There  is  an  obvious  need  for  further  research  to  be  conducted 
in "O  fi-is  suoject.  It  nas  been  suggested  that  cattle  become  infested 
grazing  on  land  which  has  been  fertilised  by  sewage  sludge  containing 
tapeworm  eggs.  Seagulls  may  carry  eggs  inland  from  sewer  outfalls  or 
drying  beds  and  deposit  them  on  pastures  or  water  supplies.  It  has  also 
u8en  sai(i  that  the  majority  of  streams  in  country  areas  receive  some 
sewage  e^. fluent  and  cattle  have  a  number  of  opportunities  for  drinking 
water  which  has  become  polluted.  In  1 964  C.  Bovis  was  discovered  in 
44  cattle.  Where  there  is  a  generalised  infestation,  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1 963  require  the  destruction  of  the  whole  carcase  and  all 
organs,  f uis  was  necessary  in  one  case.  Where  infestation  is  less 
widespread  the  Regulations  prescribe  refrigeration  treatments  which  will 
viable  cysts.  ihe  treatment  is  to  hold  the  carcase  at  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  20  F  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  weeks, 
or  not  exceeding  14  1  for  not  less  than  two  weeks.  The  carcases  of  nine 
cattle  were  subjected  to  refrigeration  in  this  way. 

To  ^n cure  IOO70  inspection  a  total  of  3,088  hours  was  worked 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  meat  inspection.  It  was  necessary 
foi  an  Inspector  to  be  present  at  the  slaughterhouse  soon  after 
6-0  a.m.  on  65  occasions  and  on  23  Sunday  mornings. 


HOUSING 


As  tne  result  of  informal  action  forty  houses  were  rendered 
fir  by  private  owners  and  formal  action  was  taken  against  one  other 
house  whicn  was  made  the  subject  of  a  Closing  Order. 

Four  houses  were  demolished  as  the  result  of  action  taken  in 
the  previous  year. 

Because  of  the  above  action  it  was  necessary  to  rehouse  two 
families  comprising  seven  persons. 
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Improvement  Grants 


Progress  in  the  improvement  of  sub-standard  houses  has  "been 
maintained. 

As  can  he  seen  from  the  figures  “below  there  was  a  substantial 
increase  during  the  year  in  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants.  The 
Council ?  in  fact?  agreed  to  give  Grants  amounting  to  £12? 546°  This 
compares  with  £6  <,210  in  1963°  However  ?  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
dropped  during  the  year?  but  the  amount  paid  towards  the  cost  of  completed 
Standard  Grant  work  increased. 

In  order  to  further  publicise  the  improvement  of  houses  the 
Department ?  in  conjunction  with  Yeovil  Borough  Council?  organised  a 
’Better  Homes  Exhibition’  at  the  Assembly  Rooms?  Yeovil?  which  was 
open  to  the  public  for  one  week.  It  attracted  approximately  2?000 
people  and  whereas  applications  for  Grant  have  not  jumped  spectacularly 
since  the  Exhibition?  it  is  felt  that  the  long  term  effect  is  likely 
to  be  beneficial. 

The  advent  in  August  of  the  Housing  Act?  1 964  has  meant  that 
Standard  Grants  may?  in  certain  circumstances?  be  increased  from  £155 
to  £350°  This  is  of  particular  benefit  to  the  parts  of  the  District 
which  have  no  main  drainage?  as  now  the  whole  cost  of  installing  a 
septic  tank  may  rank  for  Grant  assistance. 

This  Act  also  introduced  the  element  of  compulsion  with  regard 
to  rented  accommodation.  Councils  can  now  secure  the  improvement  of 
tenanted  dwellings  by  the  declaration  of  ’improvement  areas’?  and  also 
a  tenant  can  independently  ask  the  local  authority  to  require  an  owner 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvement  works.

The  main  provisions  of  this  Act  csune  into  force  on  1st  August, 

1964  and  placed' on  Local  Authorities  duties  to  implement  provisions  1 
relation  to  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons  in  non  in  us  la 
employment .  Previous  to  this  Act  this  class  of  employee  had  little 
protection  under  public  health  lav.. 

Tilmnlovars  in  premises  to  which  tae  Act  applies  are  required  to 
regist^PwXthe  LoPo;i  Authority.  Up  to  the  end  of  1964  seventy-eight 
promises  were  registered  with  this  Authority,  out  of  an  estimated  one 
hundred  registerable  premises. 

Local  Authorities  are  required  hy  Order  to  make  to  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  quarterly  returns  of  accident  statistics  and  annua  re 
of  prescribed  particulars  relating  to  analyses  of  premises  and  persons 
employed,  prosecutions  and  exemptions. 

In  order  to  ensure  uniformity  of  enforcement  of  the  Act,  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  have  issued  thirteen  circulars  and  twelve  circular 
supplements.  Twelve  Statutory  Instruments  have  also  been  introduced 

under  the  Act. 

Luring  1964  work  under  this  legislation  was  confined  to  registration 
queries  and°generai  ^idance  on  the  main  provisions.  With  few  exceptions, 
the  reception  of  this  Act  by  employers  has  been  one  of  indifference. 


PETROLEUM  ACT 

91  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum.  Six  new 
installations  were  licensed.  Two  applications  for  increased  storage 
facilities  were  refused.  A  total  of  84  visits  were  made  to  licensed 

premises  during  the  year. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  -  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 

There  are  eight  licensed  plants  in  the  district  and  all  were 
inspected  during  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

There  were  no  major  infestations  of  rats/mice  reported  during  the 
year.  A  total  of  339  minor  infestations  were  inspected  and  treated. 

From  July,  1964  only  one  rodent  operative  was  employed  and  he  spent  only 
70 %  of  his  time  on  this  work. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AML  DISPOSAL 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  frequency  nor  in  the  method  of 
collection  of  household  refuse  during  the  year.  The  method  of  disposal 
at  the  tip  by  oontrolled  tipping  introduced  in  1963  was  continued. 
Litter  baskets  on  laybys  on  Trunk  Roads  and  at  Ham  Hill  were  emptied 
twice  weekly.  Bus  shelters  were  swept  and  disinfected  as  oi+en  as  was 
.practicable.  Some  of  these  are  very  badly  abused  and  on  occasions  were 

found  to  be  in  a  shocking  condition. 

Nine  special  collections  of  household  furniture  were  made  during 
the  year.  These  were  charged  at  cost. 

A  very  moderate  salvage  scheme  was  operated  and  approximately  20 
tons  of  waste  paper  was  recovered  and  sold  for  £138.  The  sale  of  non

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 


There  were  thirteen  licensed  residential  caravan  sites  in  the 
district  on  which  there  were  a.  total  of  14-8  vans.  In  addition  there 
were  29  individual  caravans.  The  estimated  number  of  occupants 
residing  in  these  was  363*  It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  one 
occupier  for  contravention  of  provisions  of  Section  (l )  of  the  Act.
